WASHINGTON (AP)—The elec­ 
tion is over but the battle of the 
ballot box continues, and resi­ 
dents of four states may not know 
who their next governor is for 
several weeks. 
And two losing Republican Sen­ 
ate candidates from South Dako­ 
ta and Alabama have indicated 
they may challenge the first count 
of ballots that showed their Dem­ 
ocratic opponents ahead. 
The gubernatorial battles are in 
Massachusetts. Minnesota, Maine 
and Rhode Island. As of Friday 
night, 
unofficial figures showed 
Republican 
incumbents 
to 
be 
ahead in Maine and Minnesota 
while 
Democrats 
held 
tenuous 
leads in Rhode Island and Mas­ 
sachusetts. 
In Massachusetts, Endicott Pea­ 
body jumped further ahead when 
the official canvass of Boston and 
some revisions in other areas 
gave him a 3,968-vote margin 
over Republican Gov. John A. 
Volpe. Both have taken out re­ 
count papers. The official canvass 
is expected next week.

A defeated congressional candi­ 
date contested the State Univer­ 
sity assertion and said academic 
freedom was not the real issue. 
The arguments were presented 
at a. hearing in which William W. 
Egan sought to make permanent 
the temporary stay he obtained 
Od. 31 against the appearance of 
Communist Herbert Aptheker OTI 
the campus of the University of 
Buffalo. 
Egan was the Democratic can­ 
didate for Congress from toe 30th 
distriri in Tuesday’s election. 
In a hid to lift the injunction, 
John C. Oary, the State Univer­ 
sity counsel, described the ban as 


a threat to the university’s devel­ 
opment. 
John H. Pennock, Egan’s attor­ 
ney, challenged Aptheker'a appear­ 
ance as a violation of the Fein* 
berg 
Law, 
which 
prohibits

from teaching In state schools.

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AFTERMATH OF CRISIS 
There has been rather a widespread ten 
dency to feel that the Cuban crisis was 
a major turning point in relations between 
the United States and the Soviet Union. 
The assumption is made that, having forced 
Premier Khrushchev to back down and 
remove the Cuban missile bases, we need 
only continue such pressure to keep him 
and his associates in the Kremlin off bal­ 
ance. 
This is dangerously over-simplified, and 
probably quite inaccurate, estimate of what 
may now happen. For although firmness 
in dealing with the Soviet Union has its 
merits, our resolute action with regard to 
Cuba does not once and for all remove the 
initiative from Russia. 
The likelihood is that Khrushchev, both 
to save national face and to shore up his 
own wobbly position as head of the Russian 
government, will act somewhere else in an 
attempt to gain some advantage or at least 
frustrate the West. 
Although he did not press the question of 
U.S. bases in Turkey during the recent 
crisis, he may now seek to use Turkey as 
a bargaining point Further Berlin action, 
possibly the signing of a treaty with Ger­ 
many at last, would not be surprising. And 
if the hostilities between China and India 
continue without progress on a negotiated 
peace, Moscow may well forget its ideologi­ 
cal differences with the Peiping government 
and provide massive aid to the Chinese. 
There also is some room for optimism as 
a result of the Cuban afTair, however. This 
springs from the probability that both Mos­ 
cow and Washington realize how close the 
world came to disaster, and may now work 
more diligently to reduce tensions and start 
arms control. This, rather than a series of 
confrontations, is the really promising ap­ 
proach to peace and world order. 


TOO MUCH TO CHEW 
One of the more intriguing items re­ 
cently in the news is the case of the bur­ 
glars who stole so much they didn’t know 
what to do with it. The story proves that 
the wise old adage, “Moderation in all 
things," applies even to theft. 
It seems that the burglars, expecting a 
modest amount of loot, stole a safe and 
hauled it off into some nearby woods. 
When the safe was opened they found, not 
the pleasant little sum they had anticipated, 
but a whopping $150,000 in bills ranging 
from $20 to $50. It turned out to be, quite 
literally, too much for them. 
One victim of this sudden good fortune, 
police later reported in court, had a kind 
of nightmare trying to whittle down his 
share to less suspicious proportions. Fear­ 
ing that the large bills could be traced to 
him if he spent them, he burned some 
$40,000. He went to Las Vegas to try to 
lose some more—and instead won an addi­ 
tional $10,000. He hid about $12,000 in 
various spots around his house, left $10,000 
in a Los Angeles safety deposit box, per­ 
suaded an unsuspecting relative to carry 
around $1,800 in an envelope.

THE ART OF GOVERNM ENT 
In a discussion en the abolition of prayer* in 
the schools, Will Maslow of the American Jewish 
Congress is reported to have said that the sep­ 
aration of church and state was America’s great 
contribution to the art of government and the 
creation of civil harmony. 
This is, of course, nonsense. Had Marlow said 
that he regards the separation of church and 
state as one American contribution to the art 
of government, it would have been sufficient. 
When he said “America’s great contribution,’’ he 
was guilty of exaggeration and lack of under­ 
standing either of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence or the Constitution of the United States. 
Jefferson would probably have regarded freedom 
of choice as the supreme contribution in his gen­ 
eration to the art of government. 
It is an accepted but wholly unprovable state­ 
ment that the Constitution anywhere provides 
for separation of church and state, or separation 
of nation from religion. The First Amendment 
actually says nothing on the subject, although 
it does object to I he “establishment” of a religion, 
which referring to the language of the period, 
has nothing to do with separation of church and 
state. 
Maslow further says: 
"More than other groups in the United States, 
American Jewry looks to be (sic) unimpaired 
and uncompromised preservation of the separa­ 
tion for its ultimate security.” 
How can Maslow speak for American Jewry? 
He heads a secular organization with which many 
American Jews have no association. He is one 
of many secular self-indulgent spokesmen. Among 
the rabbis, there are differences of opinion on 
school prayer. For instance, Dr. Immanuel Jakob- 
ovits, rabbi of the Fifth Avenue synagogue, said 
of this controversy: 
“By allying themselves with the rampant 
forces of atheism and secularism, these .(Jewish) 
organizations were bound to expose the Jewish 
community to the charge of undermining the re­ 
ligious foundations of our society, whatever the 
constitutional legalities in support of such a 
position." 
This is the view of many American Jews who 
regard secular organizations as assuming to speak 
for the Jews of this country when they only have 
an obligation to speak for themselves. 
Some of these organizations are still more 
concerned with Hitler than they are with religious 
Judaism which survives while secularism disap­ 
pears as meaningless. An atheist cannot be a 
Jew because the essence of Judaism is the belief 
in God and belief in prayer to Him and to the 
blessings that come as His bounty to men and 
women. 
Maslow states: 
“Of all religious groups in our country, the 
Jewish community—whose hallowed traditions in­ 
clude a special language to pray In— and even 
special form of garb to wear during prayer— 
should oppose the indiscriminate imposition on 
all school children of 22 words that are not in 
the Jewish language of prayer . . .” 
This is an inaccurate statement. Maslow re­ 
fers only to Orthodox Jews. But there are also 
Conservative and Reform Jews in increasingly 
large numbers. Most of the original Jewish 
prayers were in Hebrew, but some were in 
Aramaic. In the 10th and lith Centuries, some 
were in Arabic. There have been prayer* in all 
languages, particularly in Yiddish (mostly for 
women) and in Ladino in Mediterranean coun­ 
tries. In Reform synagogues, the prayers are 
both in English and in Hebrew. 
The prayer shawl ii used in Orthodox and In 
some Conservative synagogues. It has many forms 
and embroideries. Its major religious symbol is 
the fringe at each com er to remind its wearer 
of the time when the Jew* were slaves in Egypt. 
It is not essential to wear the prayer shaw] for 
prayer. There are many circumstances which call 
men together to pray In a home. Reform Jews 
generally do not wear a prayer shawl. There are 
613 blessings to be said on various occasions; most 
of which are no longer employed, such as “Blessed 
art Thou, Oh Lord our God, for Thou has not 
made me a woman.” 
I Secularists in all religions fall back on reli­ 
gious rites to prove their points, but much more 
is needed than that. If Maslow wants Jews truly 
to live as their father* did in the Polish schtetel 
(village), then there i* a prayer few every act, 
for everything. And if he truly believes in prayer, 
why should not children employ the universal 
prayer, spoken by all sects of Jews and Christians: 
“Thou shalt love thy God with all thy heart 
and all thy soul and all thy might,” etc.

Forgiveness Needs Time

Dear Mrs. Lawrence: About six weeks ago my 
husband hit our 7-year-old girl for letting the 
bathroom basin overflow. Then we found that it 
was her little brother who had left the taps run­ 
ning. 
My husband tried to make up with our 
daughter but we both know that she has not for­ 
given him. 
She doesn’t kiss him good night un­ 
less I tell her to. He is very upset about the way 
she treats him as he loves his children. . . . 
ANSW ER: Dora he love this one enough to let 
her continue to express her fear of him without 
reproaching her? 
I hope so. 
For I suspect that the unmerited 
blow he struck her altered her judgment of his 
reliability. 
If she is allowed to express this 
changed judgment without reproach, time and new 
experience of her father will gradually repair her 
confidence in him. 
But if you try to make her ashamed of her fear 
by demanding forgiveness before she is ready to 
give it, you may damage her confidence in herself. 
That would be cruel. A child must be able to 
trust his judgment of what has happened to him— 
or he become* dependent on what others tell him 
has happened to him. 
If we suggest that he is 
unfair and mean to feel fear of a person who has 
inflicted unjust hurt upon him, we can deeply con­ 
fuse him. We force him to distrust his own senses 
—his own experience of what was done to him. 
As a result, we may encourage the kind of 
emotional problem that afficts people who never 
know when they have been insulted; who cannot

The Moon and Canada 
Canada is very rich in natural 
resources, but unfortunately, too 
much of this wealth is under ice 
us well as underground. Canada 
is in good financial condition but 
its one great liability is climate, 
w h i c h 
metro roliglsts 
believe 
could be greatly ameliorated by 
influencing the weather from the 
I moon. If, however, the weather 
(if Canada could be changed, so 
could that of other countries,— 
the tropic* as well as the colder 
countries. We know what the 
moon does to our tides 
Wherever we were boro we 
have taken the climate of our 
fathers as something permanent 
and unchangeable; but this is a 
mistake. Practical ways will be 
found to adjust climate, and this 
will be of great advantage to all 
nations. It may be the one effort 


which will result in a useful and 
permanent United Nations Or­ 
ganization. The thought has tre­ 
mendous possibilities for good. At 
present, it looks as if using th« 
moon as a base of climate con­ 
trol may be the answer. 
Ownership af the Moon? 
An astronomer staled to me, 
“’The moon is no good; it is 
dusty, void of water, with rocks 
near the surface.” When In Af­ 
rica and Johanneahurg, I was 
told that this was the natural 
terrain of the richest part of 
Africa. Most of the diamonds 
gold, and now uranium, are being 
round In the most barren portion 
of that continent. It is very pos­ 
sible even that the moon may 
S 
Mve us the richest discoveries of 
I lese minerals. And the expense 
mf getting back and forth from 
the moon may prevent what 
might otherwise be a great de­ 
cline in the prices of diamonds, 
gold, and platinum. 
This discussion about going to 
the moon reminds me of my 
boyhood d a y s In Gloucester, 
Mass., when I used to listen to 
the seafaring captain* in my 
family. At first they went to 
India and China; but when gold

they sailed their ships around 
South America and up the west 
coast to profit from the gold 
rush of 1848. They went on a 
four-months trip from Boston to 
get this gold and take passengers 
to California. But it will take 
only four days to go to the moon 
at 
the speed which is being 
counted upon. I am told that 
after a port ha* been secured 
land the landing made safe, this 
speed can be reduced to what 
will seem norma] 
to modern 
youth.

In 
all of the shelters, the danger 
from fallout would be at least 
IOO times less than unprotected 
persona. 
In selecting shielding material 
for any shelter, sand or earth 
can be substituted for concrete 
or brick, but for each inch of 
solid masonry you need an inch 
and a half of sand or earth. Add­ 
ing shielding material to a shel­ 
ter will improve the protection 
offered by the shelter, but it 
also may increase the cost of the 
shelter.

Readers ask me such questions 
as, why I don't speak up about 
the Salvation Army building, the 
old building on the comer, built 
of 
old 
stone 
with 
a 
little 
porch, I think known by histor­ 
ians as the Hoffman House, 
have an excellent postal card 
of it given me by Tom Walsh of 
37 Boulevard. This colored postal 
card was made in Germany and 
•hows “De Waal Tavern and 
Hoffman House. Old Revolution­ 
ary House®, Kingston, N. Y. 
There is a high board fence be­ 
tween those two buildings, so It 
must have been taken many 
years ago. 
The De Waal Tavern which 
had been remodeled somewhat 
through the yearn is now owned 
by the city and is on its way to 
being demolished, perhaps when 
this item appears it will no long 
er exist. The Hoffman House is 
owned by the Salvation Army, 
as I understand and is tax ex­ 
empt. The De Waal Tavern, for­ 
merly owned by Scholar’s was 
assessed some $12,200, for which 
the city received some $63.12 on 
•ach thousand dollars, as it did 
from each other building some 
at this writing demolished. I was 
in the store part of the De Waal 
Tavern when Scholars had it. 
and to my estimation they had 
it in first class condition, and It 
could be used for rest rooms or 
information or part museum, but 
of course it will not be, it will 
comp down, so it seems. 
Edward Baniewski of 184 Hur­ 
ley Avenue, Kingston, loaned me 
an illustrated booklet dated 1902 
called The City of Kingston 
Birth Place of New York State. 
A bit of IU early history, its rare 
native attractions, and its mod­ 
ern advantages for business and 
home life, by Howard Hendricks. 
It was published by the Kingston 
Board of Trade 
(a Freeman 
print). 


There are many pictures, one 
full page called View of Kings­ 
ton 1819, from Vanderlyn’s paint 
ing It seems they knew of Van 
derlyn then more than now, a1 
though the Senate House Mu 
scum was not built yet to dis­ 
play the paintings. They have 
another picture called A portion 
of Upper Kingston. Looking From 
the City Hall. It shows good 
brick and stone substantial build­ 
ings and the Armory. They have 
many excellent pictures (rf the 
old stone houses and churches. 
There is an excellent full page 
photo of A Portion of Lower 
Kingston, 
looking 
across 
the 
Hudson at the mouth of the Ron- 
dout Creek. Neat two and three 
•tory houses, with good roofs 
and chimneys, interlaced with 
trees and yards. The church 
steeples on three sides seem to 
guard our little downtown. 
This book was published some 
60 years ago and it seemed such 
an orderly little city. The Union 
Depot, whit* we knew as the 
West Shore was a well kept 
large building, like a Swiss cha 
let with not a window broken. As 
a rule, windows do not fall out, 
it takes the hand of a vandal to 
break a window. The Ruzzo 
Bowlatorium one at our modern 
buildings, 
I see received the 
same treatment as did the West 
Shore Depot. I think those who 
pick up a stone to break a win­ 
dow be it in a new building like 
the Ruzzo Bowlatorium, or the 
West Shore Station or gone but 
not forgotten P r e s b y t e r i a n 
Church, on Wurts Street, have 
no talent, and must be envious 
of those who can and are able 
to, design, create and build. 
Those 
who 
remember 
the 
handsome red brick Presbyter­ 
ian Church on W urts Street near 
the Rondout Bridge will find a 
handsome picture of it in this 
booklet, with its eight pointed 
steeples, and beautiful windows. 
More from this interesting and 
rare book at a later date.

Make Sure Your 
House Is Snug 


Now is the time to prepare i 
house for winter’s worst. Caulk 
ing, weather-stripping, heating 
systems, storm doors and win 
dows, downspouts and gutters— 
all need to be inspected and 
augmented or repaired, to pre 
vent the emergencies that can 
arise once the snow flies. 
The roof rates special atten 
tion. Owners of older homes in 
particular should make a point 
of checking thoroughly for roof 
leaks by examining the attic 
after a heavy rain. Dark spots 
on rafters and decking probably 
mean leaks. 
Authorities agree that a worn 
roof should be replaced, not 
patched. They know that a roof 
usually wears out evenly — not 
in spots. 
Furthermore, walking 
on a roof to patch it all too often 
results In new leaks and an end­ 
less round of patching. 
A new roof of asphalt shingles 
applied In time will end worry 
about 
winter-weather 
damage 
for years. 
In cold weather areas—where 
the daily average January tem­ 
perature is 25 degrees or le s s - 
roofing requires special applica­ 
tion to guard against damage 
from ice dams. 
Ice dams are 
accumulations of Ice in roof gut­ 
ters that cause water to back up 
under improperly applied roof 
ing. 
When this happens, water 
can lead into a house and soak 
walls, floors, clothing and fur 
noshing*. It also creates the 
danger of Are caused by short 
circuited electric wiring. 
The approved method for ap­ 
plying asphalt shingles to guard 
against ice dam damage calls for 
an eaves flashing strip of heavy 
roll roofing over the decking and 
a metal drip edge, in addition to 
the usual underlayment, starter 
strip and final layer of asphalt

Be Prepared Is Motto for Storms

Many w e a t h e r forecasters 
have been tending dreary out­ 
looks for winter. Right or wrong, 
this shoud put homeowners in 
the mood to prepare for winter 
emergencies, ready to “batten 
down the hatches.” Those who 
have prepared to keep their 
houses dry, warm and safe are 
ahead though hurricane, heavy 
snows and floods pass them up. 
Cool, balmy days make out­ 
door living continue to be invit­ 
ing, but it's a good idea to put 
away garden furniture, cooking 
equipment and children’s toys as 
the first steps in tidying up for 
unexpected w e a t h e r develop­ 
ments. 
Order cord wood and furnace 
fuels. Even though days of warn­ 
ing precede a storm, it often is 
difficult to get deliveries when 
companies ane swamped with or­ 
ders. 
One who is in a new house, 
particularly in a low-lying area, 
should try to determine whether 
the cellar fills with water and 
who is available for pump serv­ 
ice. 
Some home owners find it 
profitable to invest in a sump 
pump, and in areas where power 
is lost for long periods, a home 
generator may be worth the cost. 1 


Civil defense experts caution 
against touching fallen wires, 
even those that appear to be 
dead, after a storm. They sug­ 
gest opening a window slightly 
on the side of the house away 
from the direction the wind is 
blowing to keep windows from 
blowing out, 
If indications are 
that winds will be very high, as 
In a hurricane, home owners may 
prefer to board up windows. 
When it is too late to do that, 
adhesive 
tape 
can 
be 
criss­ 
crossed on window panes to help 
keep glass from shattering. How­ 
ever, that is a mess and should 
be avoided if other means can 
be found. 
Adhesive tape is not 
easy to remove from glass. 
Storm windows should he ex­ 
amined for loose panes of glass 
or fittings that need repairs. 
Tight-fitting storm windows can 
trap rainwater between the inner 
and outer window, causing leak* 
through walls to ceilings below. 
Loosen the bolts now so that 
water can drain out 
Downspouts and gutters should 
be cleaned of leaves and other 
debris.

Guest 
speaker for the evening was Ed­ 
ward Ciepiela who was an Inter­ 
national Farm Youth Exchange 
delegate to Poland in 1961. Mr. Cie­ 
piela presented slides and related 
his experiences while in Poland.

Service AssociationVas master of 
ceremonies. 
After the dinner, entertainment 
was provided by the Hurley 4-H 
Btry Bees, who presented songs 
and dances and led the group in 
singing.

ual Farm. There is not much in 
centive for the farmers to work 
the state-owned farm lands; even 
though a farmer owns his own 
land, it is scattered throughout 
the area making it difficult to oper­ 
ate. Life to these farmers is not 
like the farmers of America, whose 
land is in one section where he 
resides. 
Many farm homes which had 
been erected before the war, the 
speaker said, have thatched roofs. 
These people are given permission 
to obtain wood for repairs. How­ 
ever, no one in Poland today is 
allowed to cut trees without per­ 
mission of the government and 
new buildings are built of concrete 
instead. Many apartment houses 
have been erected as a means of 
housing the population rather than 
individual homes. 
Ciepiela said there is no un­ 
employment problem. Roads are 
laid by hand with men handling 
the stones and pressing them into 
sand for pavements. Means of 
transportation is by horse or bi­ 
cycle. Cars, generally, are too ex­ 
pensive to own. 
The cities have a market square 
where persons barter for goods. 
There are beautiful parks, formal 
in design and state-owned. 
Education, the .speaker said, is 
free to students who attend school 
six days a week. Eight years of 
study is compulsory and then the 
student can go to high school, tech­ 
nical school or university. Students 
are given scholarships and living 
funds from the government and 
they must work in the business 
they study for the number of years 
they received scholarship funds. 
The Poles are religious, he went 
on to say, and their problems in 
this respect are many. No new 
churches can be built without the 
consent of the government and 
funds are earmarked for other 
things. The Poles do have more 
freedom than many countries be­ 
hind the Iron CYirtain. They are 
allowed to listen to Radio Free 
Europe. 
Ciepiela said he helped work 
with other students in the building 
of a schoolhouse. He hauled rocks 
and did general labor. The build­ 
ing is of brick and clerete and, 
inadequate for the 130 children 
who must attend it. 
There are beautiful castles in 
the country, he said, and there are 
statues reminding those who see 
them, of the millions of Poles who 
died during the war. 
Ciepiela showed slides and ex­ 
hibits to supplement his talk. 
Mr. Ciepiela is from Mechanics­ 
ville and at present operates a 
10-acre farm with his brother. He 
is a graduate of New York State 
Institute of Agriculture and Home 
Economics at Cobleskill with a 
AAS degree in Horticuluture. His 
background includes nine years as 
a 4-H member and eight years as 
a Leader of an Agricultural 4-H 
Gob which completed projects in

Cranberries, the native fruit 
found by Pilgrims when they 
first landed in America, are 
available to shoppers in abund­ 
ant quantities. A record harvest 
is owning to markets. 
Cranberry culture represents 
a m ixture of early Americana 
and the modern, says Louise M. 
Kakargo, assistant home demon­ 
stration agent. Cranberries still 
grow in much the same manner 
as when the Pilgrims discovered 
them. The cranberry scoop, a 
harvesting tool, is still used, 
though modern machinery has 
been successfully devised to har­ 
vest the red berries. The bounce 
test, devised early in cranberry 
history, is still the basic principle 
used to determine marketable 
berries. Shoppers may choose 
from among modern cranberry 
products today, yet fresh berries 
as the Pilgrims knew them, re­ 
main popular. And cranberries 
lend themselves to modern home 
freezing methods. 
America 
contributed 
many 
commercially 
important 
foods 
to the world Few of these foods 
were fruits, but cranberries were 
among them. When the Pilgrims 
reached our shores about 350 
years ago, they found the Indi­ 
ans valued a small red tart berry 
that eventually become known 
as the cranberry. 
The Pilgrims learned from 
the Indiaas to harvest and use 
these wild berries. Since cran­ 
berries mature and are harvest­ 
ed in autumn, they soon became 
associated with the fall holidays. 
Still a tradition at holiday time, 
cranberries are served often by 
homemakers as the tart flavor 
contrasts with meat dishes at 
many other meals. 
Shoppers 
will 
find 
today’s 
cranberry an improved version 
of the Indian’s small wild berry. 
Research and selection through 
the years have developed the 
better berries now' available In 
supermarkets. 
Many shippers prefer cranber­ 
ries fresh, just as the early Ameri­ 
cans used them. But the fresh 
qualities of berries can be 
served by freezing. And cran 
Ties are among the easiest of 
fruits to freeze. 
To freeze cranberries, wash and 
sort the berries, removing stems 
and poor quality berries. Repack­ 
age the berries in moistune-vapor 
resistant containers, such as plas­ 
tic bags-m-boxes, waxed cartons, 
plastic cartons, or glass jars The 
fresh quality of berries can be pre­ 
served for many months. 
In addition to frosh cranberries 
now in season, shoppers may wish 
to select from processed cranberry 
products that are usually on super­ 
market shelves the year around.

The Board of Education at 
its regular meeting Wednesday, 
spent considerable time study­ 
ing the increased lack of class­ 
room space with which the dis­ 
trict will be faced next fall. 
Dr. Grant D. Morse, superin­ 
tendent of schools, furnished the 
board with data which show-s 
that probably all but two of the 
elementary grades in the Sau­ 
gerties Central Schools will be 
on a shortened schedule next 
fall. 
Ju st which 
two grades 
these will be cannot be deter­ 
mined at this point, because the 
number in each grade may vary 
slightly between now and the 
time the final tests are made up. 
It 
is 
anticipated 
that 
36 
groups of elementary children, 
averaging 28 pupils to a group, 
will 
be 
on 
half-time in 
the 
grades 
This totals to slightly 
more than 1000 elementary pu­ 
pils, grades 1-6, who will not be 
able to have a full day of school 
in Saugerties next year. In ad­ 
dition, the kindergarten children 
will be on a shortened schedule 
as they are now, of 2*4 hours 
daily, with three groups of kin-, 
dergarten 
children 
using 
one 
room in each case. 
Superintendent Morse supplied 
the board with further data, 
w'hich in turn had been supplied 
to him by the high school staff, 
headed by David S. Cunningham, 
high school principal, indicating 
that the junior high school, i.e., 
the seventh and eighth grades 
will have to be placed on a 
shortened 
schedule 
beginning 
next fall. Tile figures, as present­ 
ed, reveal that there will be ap­ 
proximately 1280 high school pu­ 
pils in attendance at high school 
next September. This means an 
increase of not fewer than 117 
pupils over the 
ly enrolled at the high school. 
The present e m u . . * . 
high school is 1163. Since this 
building was designed to house 
950 pupils, an additional 213 pu­ 
pils are being crammed into 
every nook and cranny of the 
high school 
building, with 
a 
large number of classes, num­ 
bering 35 and 36 students crowd­ 
ed into classrooms that were de­ 
signed to house 25 pupils. 
The board of education au­ 
thorized the engaging of 12 ad­ 
ditional teachers for next year’s 
faculty. There are currently 142 
individuals on the local com­ 
bined elementary and secondary 
staff. 
Ten 
additional 
faculty 
members were added to the staff 
this year. These additions of 
faculty members, both this year 
and next year, leave the pupil- 
teacher ratio almost identical 
with w hat it has been the last 
several years. Four and one-half 
teachers will be added to the 
high school staff, seven and one- 
half teachers to the elementary 
staff. The half teacher, an in­ 
structor in the field of art, will 
divide his or her time betw-ecn 
the high school and grades. 
The board further discussed 
the selection of an architect, and 
plans to make a definite choice 
in the near future. 
The screening committee of 
the board, which has been re­ 
ceiving and scrutinizing applica­ 
tions for the position of super­ 
intendent of schools, reported 
that it has received to date 29 
applications, has narrowed the 
number who are to be consid­ 
ered to nine, and will shortly re­ 
duce that number to three.

Pediatrician Secs 
Faulty Reading 
As Maj or Problem 


The inability of children to 
learn to read is one of the most 
serious problems of our times, 
and seems to be an emotionally 
complicated medical problem in 
a good many cases, according to 
Dr. Paul Patterson, professor of 
pediatrics at the Albany Medical 
College, and pediatrician-in-chief 
at Albany Hospital. 
Addressing the Medical Society 
of the County of Ulster this 
week, Dr. Patterson quoted sta­ 
tistics which suggested a rela­ 
tionship between child delinquin- 
cy and learning ability in school. 
He said that 76 percent of the 
youngsters tested at the New 
York Children's Court were at 
least two grades behind in their 
school performance, and demon­ 
strated a very severe reading and 
learning problem despite normal 
IQ’s. 
Cites Percentages 
He further noted that as much 
as 20 per cent of the school popu­ 
lation have some reading prob­ 
lem, and about IO per cent of 
these children show more serious 
types of learning disability. 
Dr. Patterson told the Ulster 
County physicians that tests con­ 
ducted at the Albany Study Cen­ 
ter for Reading Disabilities have 
uncovered some interesting facts 
about children with learning and 
reading problems: 
1. In the lower grades the ra­ 
tio of boys to girls with reading 
difficulties is about four to one, 
but in the higher primary grades 
becomes 
almost exclusively 
a 
male problem. 
2. Practically all of the young­ 
sters tested were physically un­ 
developed for their age. 
3. The majority were retarded 
in motor ability and coordina­ 
tion. 
4. 
Most 
demonstrated con­ 
fusion in knowing left from right. 
5. Many had a very poor sense 
of time relationship. 
6. Almost ail were lethargic, 
timid, and felt inferior in regard 
to their intelligence. 
Gain H igher IQ 
However, 
Dr. 
P a t t e r s o n 
pointed out, 
the majority of 
these children prove not to lie 
mentally retraded. Some of the 
youngsters treated at the Albany 
Study Center have gone from an 
IQ of 85 to an IQ of 135 as their 
reading disability has been cor­ 
rected. 
In summing up, the Albany 
pediatrician indicated that read­ 
ing problems often are a combi­ 
nation of emotional and medical 
factors that can be cleared up by 
remedial care. He suggested that 
the inability of a child to read 
causes emotional tension in the 
school and home that worsens 
the youngster's disability, and 
stressed the point that slowness 
to ,read in the first three grades 
should not be considered a prob­ 
lem.

Cigarette Habit

PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) — A 
jury

cigarette 
.smoking can give you lung cancer 
but you can’t legally blame the 
cigarette manufacturer. 
A U.S. district court jury came 
to this conclusion Friday following 
a trial in which a carpenter tried 
to collect damages from Liggett 
& Myers Tobacco Co. 
Otto Pritchard, 64, of Pittsburgh 
said he smoked the company’s 
Chesterfield cigarettes from the 
1920s until 1953, got lung cancer 
and had his right lung removed. 
The jury of eight women and 
four men 
ruled 
that 
cigarette 
smoking was “the cause or one of 
the causes" of Pritchard’s king 
cancer, but said Pritchard as­ 
sumed the risk of injury when he 
started smoking. 
The panel said Liggett St Myers 
did not "make any express war­ 
ranties upon which the plaintiff re­ 
in'd and by which he was induced 
to purchase" the cigarettes. 
Attorney’s for both sides indi­ 
cated" they were at least partly 
satisfied with the verdict. 
Pritchard had tried to collect 
$213,000 in damages.

The pros and cons of the reading 
controversy kept a large group 
of school officials attentive for 
more than three hours Thursday 
night at a meeting held at State 
University College. New Paltz. 
Nearly 300 school board mem­ 
bers, school administrators, and 
school reading specialists, repre­ 
senting some 45 school systems in 
the Mid-Hudson area heard talks 
on the topics, “The Read Contro­ 
versy—Pro and Con,” by Dr. Wil­ 
liam D, Sheldon, protestor of edu­ 
cation and director of the Reading 
and Language Arts Center of Syra­ 
cuse University, and Dr. Charles 
C. Walcutt, professor of English 
at Queens College. 
Situation In Not Rad 
Dr. Sheldon, noted researcher in 
the field of reading, implied that 
the reading situation in the schools 
is not nearly as bad as many ex­ 
perts say it is. He cited nuumer- 
ous examples of his research in 
which he found, "no evidence that 
teachers weren’t 
teaching read­ 
ing." and told the school officials, 
"when the critics tell you that you 
aren't teaching reading, examine 
your Seventh Grade classes and 
you’ll probably find good results.” 
He gave one example of a First 
Grade class which rated so highly 
that the tests had to be restruc­ 
tured to rate the pupils accurate­ 
ly. Sheldon said that the constant 
stir about reading is good, but 
he emphasized that, “the more you 
travel around the world, the more 
you appreciate how first rate the 
American school pupils really are.” 
He told of visiting British schools 
recently and said, "the British 
haven’t learned the first step of 
what we are doing in teaching 
masses of children to read.” 
Dr. Wakutt, author of the book.

pressed the opinion that the school 
reading situation is poor, and he 
pointed out that many groups and 
organizations throughout the coun­ 
try are very concerned about the 
situation.
